7  \ii|i''|''  Fitzwilliam,  the  following  report  of  its  schools  for 
the  year  ending  March,  1871. 

In  again  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  Schools,  the  Com- 
mittee congratulate  the  town  on  the  comparative  interest  mani- 
fested in  Educational  pursuits  during  the  past  year. 

Our  schools  generally  have  been  good — some  excellent,  in  the 
former  there  has  been  a  commendable  advancement  in  deport- 
ment and  scholarship,  in  the  latter  praiseworthy  results  showing 
unmistakably  the  advantage  in  attainment  that  an  excellent 
school  has  over  a  passable  one. 

Most  of  our  teachers  have  entered  upon  and  continued  their 
labors  with  becoming  zeal — yet  we  regret  that  some  few  did 
not  prove  equal  to  the  task — and  after  repeated  annoyances  ou 
the  part  of  some  of  the  leading  scholars,  yielded  the  rule  in 
part  at  least  to  such,  and  allowed  the  school  to  run  its  own 
course  to  the  end.  We  believe  that  when  this  state  of  affairs 
exists,  a  teacher  can  do  himself  no  greater  injustice  than  to 
allow  its  continuance, — either  solicit  aid  from  a  proper  source, 
or  honorably  resign  the  profession.  If  we  would  have  none  but 
earnest  and  efficient  teachers  employed  in  our  schools,  districts 
should  see  that  no  disinterested  person  is  chosen  to  the  office  of 
the  Prudential  Committee.  In  most  of  our  districts  the  citizens 
have  united  their  efforts  with  those  of  the  teachers  and  scholars 
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in  advancing  the  interests  of  their  Common  School,  yet  there 
are  some  that  have  wholly  disregarded  the  success  of  their  own 
school  and  on  account  of  some  petty  difficulty  or  disagreement 
between  themselves  and  other  members  of  the  district,  have 
sent  their  children  wandering  about  to  other  schools  in  way  of 
resentment ;  there  may  be  an  inward  morbid  satisfaction  in  such 
a  course,  yet  we  believe  for  the  good  of  all,  each  district  should 
be  united  for  the  support  of  its  own  school. 

A  lack  of  proper  discipline  has  been  a  prevailing  evil  in  our 
schools  during  the  past  year — very  few  have  come  up  to  the 
required  standard — to  wholly  eradicate  this  evil  we  acknowledge 
a  difficult  task,  but  cannot  we  lessen  it  by  re-securing  the  ser- 
vices of  such  teachers  only  as  have  proved  themselves  not  want- 
ing in  this  particular ;  whatever  his  qualifications  may  be  in 
other  respects,  if  he  holds  the  rein  of  government  too  lightly, 
sooner  or  later  his  school  will  prove  a  partial,  if  not  a  total 
failure.  Your  Committee  would  urge  the  retention  of  a.  teacher 
in  a  school  so  long  as  he  acquits  himself  with  honor,  and  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  district;  a  too  frequent  change  we  be- 
lieve to  be  a  loss  of  time    and  money. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  singing  and  gymnastic  exercises 
are  not  more  practised  in  all  our  schools,  a  few  moments  devot- 
ed to  such  exercises  several  times  a  day  does  much  to  soothe 
and  harmonize  the  feelings  of  scholars;  its  tendency  is  to  revive 
the  spirits  and  restore  the  elasticity  of  the  mhids,  to  deaden 
animosity  and  promote  good  nature  and  pleasant  feelings.  But 
few  improvements  or  repairs  have  been  made  on  school  houses 
during  the  past  year,  yet  most  are  in  a  fair  condition.  Citizens 
in  District  No.  2,  are  deserving  much  credit  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  land  and  fitting  of  the  same  for  play  ground  in  vicinity 
of  the  school  house.

The  school,  under  the  tuition  of  Miss  Baker,  passed  the  short 
term  of  eight  weeks  in  a  quiet  and  profitable  manner.  Having 
had  considerable  experience  in  teaching,  she  was  able  to  go 
about  her  work  understandingly,  and  to  impart  knowledge  in  a 
clear  and  comprehensive  manner.  Scholars  made  fair  progress 
in  their  studies  as  evinced  by  the  examination,  which  was  par- 
ticipated in  by  a  good  number  of  parents  and  friends. 

FIRST  DISTRICT— WINTER  TERM.

This  term  was  commenced  under  favorable  circumstances  by 
Miss  Barber,  and  continued  successful  to  the  end ;  the  teacher 
was  rather  an  easy  disciplinarian,  yet  the  scholars  did  not  seem 
to  take  so  great  advantage  of  this  fact  as  is  usually  the  case, 
and  the  school  was  allowed  to  continue  its  course  profitably  to 
its  close.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  this  school,  one  of  the 
very  best  in  town  and  composed  of  excellent  material,  the 
general  average  should  indicate  so  great  a  loss  to  the  district.

This  school,  under  the  management  of  Miss  Pratt,  during  the 
past  year,  has  been  a  decided  success.  Though  few  in  number 
there  are  some  excellent  scholars  in  this  school,  a  fact  which 
proves  that  our  longest  schools  are  not  always  the  most  profit- 
able. Miss  P.  is  a  zealous  worker  in  the  school  room,  and  with 
a  faculty  to  secure  the  respect  and  confidence  of  her  scholars ; 
we  could  but  expect  pleasant  and  profitable  terras.  There  was 
marked  improvement  in  all  studies  perused,  and  tbe  examination 
of  both  terms  was  satisfactory.

Your  committee  visited  it  near  its  commencement,  and 
found  it  in  good  condition.  Was  not  able  to  be  present  at  the 
closing  examination,  but  learned  from  a  reliable  source  that  it 
was  satisfactory  and  gave  evidence  of  a  good  school. 
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THIRD  DISTRICT— WINTER  TERM.

This  was  Miss  Garfield's  first  term  in  this  district,  and  it  is 
believed  that  she  gave  good  satisfaction ;  many  of  the  scholars 
were  quite  large,  but  not  too  wise  in  their  own  conceit  to  be 
advised  and  governed  by  a  female  teacher.  Marked  improve- 
ment was  made,  and  the  scholars  did  honor  to  themselves  by 
their  good  conduct  and  diligence  in  study.

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this  towu  in  years  past.  Promptness  in  recitation  is,  as  usual,  a 
leading  characteristic  in  this  school.  Marked  improvement  in 
all  studies  pursued  was  indicated  by  the  closing  examination.

Mr.  French  came  to  us  highly  recommended  by  the  State 
Superintendent,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  we 
found  in  him  all  that  we  could  reasonably  ask  of  a  teacher — 
this  school  was  well  governed,  and  the  work  of  instruction  was 
carried  on  with  great  spirit.  In  Mr.  F.  are  combined  the 
necessary  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher,  viz :  energy,  system, 
thoroughness  and  practibility.  Being  master  of  Text  Books  he 
was  enabled  'to  explain  principles  in  an  original  and  impressive 
manner.  The  scholars,  many  of  them  quite  large  for  a  district 
school  and  well  advanced,  saw  at  once  the  rare  opportunity 
offered  them,  and  went  about  their  work  with  becoming  energy, 
which  did  not  abate,  save  in  very  few  instances,  throughout  the 
term.  The  closing  examination  showed  that  marked  improve- 
ment had  been  made  in  all  studies  pursued.

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This  was  Miss  Damon's  first  trial  as  a  teacher^  and  she  ac- 
quitted herself  with  much  credit.  Having  gained  the  love  and 
confidence  of  her  scholars  on  the  onset,  she  was  enabled  to  con- 
tinue the  work  of  education  in  a  pleasant  and  profitable  man- 
ner to  the  close. 

The  fall  term  proved  to  be  a  happy  continuance  of  her  effort 
in  summer,  and  the  result  was  equally  pleasing.  The  examina- 
tion at  the  close  of  both  terms  was  of  a  pleasing  character,  and 
reflected  much  credit  upon  both  teacher  and  scholars.

The  scholar  was  required  to  think  for  himself,  and  no  unnec- 
essary aid  was  given  ;  from  this  fact,  when  questioned,  they  gave 
intelligible  answers,  and  did  not  wait  to  be  helped  by  the  teacher, 
as  is  so  often  the  case  in  our  district  schools.  The  scholars, 
many  of  them  large,  conducted  themselves  with  propriety 
throughout  the  term.  Examination  was  satisfactory  in  every 
maimer. 

EIGHTH  DISTRICT— SUMMER  TERM. 

Teacher,  Miss  Arida  A.  Bolls,  Swanzey. 

Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  32. 
Average  attendance,  27. 
Tardiness,  11. 

This  school,  in  point  of  number,  is  one  of  the  largest  in  town, 
and  is    considerably    composed    of  careless,  restless,    and    not 
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altogether  well-behaved  scholars.  Those  anxious  to  learn  have 
been  held  in  check  by  the  above  named  evils,  which  have  pre- 
vailed in  this  district  for  a  number  of  years.  Miss  Bolls  came 
to  us  well  recommended  as  a  teacher,  and  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances we  have  no  doubt  she  would  have  fully  sustained  her 
previous  reputation.  Her  method  of  teaching  was  good,  but  her 
discipline  hardly  sufficient  for  a  school  of  this  character.  The 
examination  showed  that  the  scholars  had  made  commendable 
progress  in  their  studies. 

EIGHTH  DISTRICT— WINTER   TERM.

Miss  Martin  has  been  a  successful  teacher  in  many  of  our 
schools,  but  in  this  her  efforts  were  not  sufficient  to  the  task, 
and  the  school  proved  almost,  if  not  quite  a  total  failure.  Had 
she  succeeded  in  enforcing  the  rules  laid  down  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  term,  we  think  the  result  would  have  been  favorable, 
but  becoming  discouraged  by  the  persistent,  reckless  and  wilful 
desire  of  some  of  the  larger  scholars  to  do  as  they  pleased,  she 
allowed  the  school  to  continue  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  manner, 
both  to  herself  and  the  district  generally. 

Your  committee  would  here  add  that  he  does  not  attribute 
the  failure  of  this  school  wholly  to  the  teacher  by  any  means. 
As  a  rule,  scholars  that  are  well  governed  at  home,  seldom  re- 
quire rigid  discipline  at  school.

The  summer  term  was  Miss  Carter's  first  effort  as  teacher, 
and  it  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  report  it  a  success. 
She  seemed  to  comprehend  the  duties  and  responsibilities  inci- 
dent to  her  new  profession  at  the  outset,  and  went  about  her 
work  at  once  in  an  earnest  and  systematic  manner.  The  win- 
ter term  proved  equally  successful.  But  little  occurred  during; 
either  term  of  an  unpleasant  character — nothing  in  fact  which 
proved  detrimental  to  the  school.  The  examination  showed 
that  the  past  two  terms  had  been  well  improved.

During  a  term  of  five  weeks  and  only  eight  scholars  in  at- 
tendance, a  teacher  or  scholars  cannot  be  expected  to  accom- 
plish much.  The  time,  however,  though  limited,  was  profitably 
spent,  and  the  few  scholars  so  fortunate  as  to  attend  made  good 
progress.  The  district  becoming  re-united  in  winter,  afforded 
the  teacher  sufficient  work.  Miss  Putney  proved  herself  an 
earnest  and  conscientious  teacher.  The  examinations  at  the 
close  of  both  terms  were  good,  and  showed  conclusively  that 
the  time  had  been  profitably  spent.  The  average  attendance  in 
winter  was  considerably  decreased  by  families  moving  out  of 
the  district.

The  scholars  in  this  district  do  not,  as 
a  general  thing  do  themselves  justice,  from  the  fact  that  they 
recite  in  such  a  careless  and  apparently  inattentive  manner. 
There  are  good  scholars  in  this  school,  and  if  it  were  not  for 
this  objectionable  habit,  it  would  appear  to  good  advantage. 
The  only  way  to  remedy  this  evil  is  to  secure  the  services  of 
live,  energetic  teachers  only.

This  was  a  very  good  school — good  order  prevailed,  and  the 
closing  examination  showed  that  the  pupils  had  made  good  pro- 
gress in  their  studies.  Miss  Garfield  in  her  quiet  and  lady-like 
deportment  could  hardly  fail  to  have  a  favorable  influence  on 
her  pupils.  Punctuality  and  regularity  in  attendance  during 
the  past  year  in  this  school  shows  that  the  parents  as  well  as 
the  scholars  are  interested  in  the  cause  of  Education.

Miss  Fisher  sustained  her  former  reputation  as  a  teacher  in 
this  school.  Nothing  occurred  during  the  term  of  an  unpleasant 
character.  If  the  scholars  in  this  district  could  be  so  drilled  as 
to  make  them  prompt  and  more  energetic,  it  would  appear  to 
better  advantage.  The  examination  at  the  close  was  quite  good, 
and  the  parents  in  attendance  signified  much  satisfaction. 


The  money  expended  in  town  for  Educational  purposes  the 
past  year  is  $1709.20,  which  is  made  up  by  the  $1500  voted  by 
the  town;  $G 7.20  Literary  Fund,  and  $142  arising  from  taxa- 
tion on  Dogs,  an  average  of  $5.22  to  each  scholar.  We  have 
had  an  aggregate  of  225  weeks.  The  number  of  scholars  in 
town,  not  including  those  in  District  No.  6,  who  are  sent  to 
Troy,  327.
